A tour through our oity will at ence demon-

sirate that progress ls the order of the day
and times. Old landmarks, replete with his-
torlo events, seem to have a common destiny
with humanity, sud evertaally pay the inevi-
table debt tonature or suconmb to the march

of improvement.

Pat a few architeotural relies of the days of
@16 and the times of William Penn, re-
main: and their pumber and importance are
greatly leasened by the complete demolition of
the Penn mansion, more familiarly known as
the ‘'old Slate-roof llonee," to maka room for
an imposing suocessor, the new “Chamber of
Commerce Building.”

1% our 4isue of wne Mth of November, 1866,
an elaborate artiole was furnished our readers,
embodying all the dotails of interest Imnuoc!.ed
with this time-honored strocturs, with all the
traditions of years hovering about it —the
manners and customs observed around if.s
anclent procinots, the people who dwelt within
jt, and of the Revolutiguary patriots who con-
vened beneath its hospitable roof. With these
memories elinglng about the old mansion, to
distarb its repose on busy Second street was
by some oconsidered an act of
sacriloge, and appeals were made that it
shonld be left to scrumble away in an honora-

tle manner—thereby setting forth, as an ex-
ample, the mutability of all earthly things.
Examinations were made into the possibility
of its removal piecemeal or as a whole to
Fairmount Park, or sowme other rural spot
where it might rest in state daring its remain-
ing days; but its worthy body being too shaky
and {ts component parts decidedly too dilapi-
dated, this project fell through, and the crazy
yet honored strooture was doomed, and has gone
throngh the horrors of a gradual distintegra-
tion and demolishment,
The Chamber of Commerce Bullding.

This struoture, which will give additional
importance to the locality wherein it is to be
reared, and which will present to our citizens
guch a great antithesiz batween the architectu-
ral designs of the present and past centuries,
will be of imposing appearance, and wall
worthy the Associntion it represents. The
dimensions of the building will be large and
ample, having a frontage of 90 feet on Second
street and a depth of 150 feet on Gothic
street, including the projecting tower.

The extreme height (rom the pavement to
the crowning point of the tower will be 50
feet; to the oornice 60 feet, It is designed for
a two-story building, the lower ome divided
by a grand hall 18 feet in width, of tessellated
marble, and rununing the entire building,
There will be upon this lower story, equally
divided by and opening into this gnm‘{ hall,
22 offices,

Eavh will be fitted up in the most comfloria-
ble, convenient, and business.like manner;
each provided with a fire-proof, wash-basins,
waler-closets, ete., with a low-down grate in
the fire-place, amply ventilated and well
lighted, making, in fact, business apartments
hardly without equal in this city. Of these
twanty-two offices, there will bs two principal
ones, with main entrance from Becond street.
Their dimensiong will be—width, 35 feet, and
length, 88 feet, with means of communication
with back rooms, if increased accommodations
are desired. The height of this first story will
be 24 fest. Wa ascend from this story by a
grand staircase, composed of golid black wal-
nut, highly polished and finely carved, ciroling
upwards ﬁ: 4 rotunda in the centre of the
main hall,

This cireular hall, having a diameter of 32
feot, will be illumined by a dome skylight at
the roof—a distance of 60 fest from the
marble floor—as well as from the door of the
entrance hall, Ascending this staircase, we
enter into the “Chamber of Commerce,™
which, if finished in the style and according
to the plans of the architect, Mr. John Crump,
will’ supersede by far a.n{ chamber designed
for business purposes in the country, for
beauty of construction, amplitude of accom-
modation, and architectural design. It -will
be 133 feat long, 01 feet wide, and with such a
height that will seemingly enlarge its dimen-
sions two-fold to the vision. The
walls will be elegantly finished in
the finest satyle of art, while their sim.
plicity of appearance will lend additional
attraction. No pillars or other inoumbrances
will obatruet this large area, but pilasters be-
nenth the ornamented capitals, supporting in
their turn the enriched stucco cornices and
ornate ceiling, will relieve the walls of their
BAIMENEss, ¢ walls and oeiling are to be
bhandsomely fresecoed.

Betwesn thess columns there will be
arched windows and doorwaye, relieved with
brownstoné ornamentintions in the Roman-
Donrdo style of arohitecturs,

This, then, is the structure, according to
the plans, which is to fill the place so long
occupied by the old stone Slate Houss, and is
emblematioal of the progress of improvemsnt
and of necessity resulting from the commercial
advanocement of an Association which has aided
80 largely the business prosperity of Phila-
delphia.

DeboraBng “inaticution of this admirable and
invaluable Association, the grain and flour
trade was in a wstate of continual agitation,
with rates and prices so suddenly finctuating
as to produce serions If not disastrous results
to many a business firm. And the finale of all
this rising and falling, and competition,
sudden failares and unprofitable specu-
Intions, wad to diveet somudaya! Intarioiired
into other channels, and eénrich other cities
at the expense of Philadelphia. How conld
this great evil be remediod, and commercial
prosperity be made again to return to this
oity ! Thiz was the question whioh ocaunsed
the initiatory steps to L: taken for the insti-
tution and incorporation of an association
that shiould have for its nhllm:t the guardian-
ghip of the commerce of Philadelphia, insuring
to business men equal business opportu-
nities and protection,
A meeting was called, and took place at the
residence of Henry Budd, Hsq., in January of
1854, at which the following merchants were
present:—Messrs, Bamuel L. Ward, John
Wright, Bamuel L. Witmer George L. Buzby,
B, M. Buuker, James b‘tuf], William James,
andl Henry Budd,
Like all associations, this one had its period
of infancy, aud the nenal limited number of
members. Its fmportance, howaver, gained
groind rapidly, as its influence extended, and
wag felt throughout the bnsiness commauanity.
The primary object of the Association has been
more than accomplished. It was intended that
the compensation of the breadstafls merchant
should be rendered more adequate for the
labor, time, and oapital devoted to his bosi-
ness, and this was effected by a judicions ar-
rangement of charges, without unreasonable
exactions,
The advantages of this Association—tho se
which always result from a combination of in-
dividual effort and means—were folt, and
rapidly the Association gained adherents; for
by this combination of interests, petty
jealousies, and all those other attendant evils
following in its footsteps, were gradually ex-
tingnished, and trade was benefited in all its
phuses—sovially, morslly, and pecuuniarily,
and the Association attained a strength and
gharacter for good that have been acknowledged

| wherever its name and its works are koown,

Nor, while carefully watching the progress
of their union, did the members of the “Corn
Exchavge' forget their country in its peril,
but, ggessed with true patriotism, they
gpeedily raised a regiment—the noble 118th—
that fought so gallantly and won its many
deserved laurels in contests of world-wide
renowi.
Growing steadily in numbers, and embodying
an aggregate capital that gave it at onoce a sub-
stantial basis, with a constantly increasing in-
fluence and a power felt in all business circles,
the members of this Association, after delibera-
tion, determined that an acquisition of addi-
tional strength and importance could be had
by extending the borders of the Association
and drawing within it all classes of businesg
men. Yor this purpose, and by resolution of
Court, the title of this Agsociation was lately
changed from that of ““Corn Exchange' to
The Commercinl Exchange Assocliation,
Under this name it will combine within it
not only dealers in ‘“‘corn,” as its first name
seemingly implied, but every other branch of
commercial business known, thereby exer-
ciging a great infloence for pood upon the
business prosperity of Philadelphia, With this
new fleld opened for work, and with the mag-
nificent building in course of construction for
its accommodation, this Association—to ba
known hereafter as the ‘‘Commercial Ex-
chisnge''—marks a new era in its oareer, and
will go onward to inoreasing prosperity and
influence, protecting the interests of the pub-
lic at large, and contributing largely to the
welfare of its individoal members,

THE REMOVAL OF SHERIDAN.

General Shendan seems to be undisturbed by
the rumors of his impending removal, and con-
linues to remove further “Impediments” to the
lawiul execution of the Reconstruction sct of
Congress—this time through ‘s readjustment”
of the Boards of Aldermen and Assistant Alder-
men of the city of New Orleans. There can be
no question raised, we presume, 85 to bis ao-
thority 10 perform this act under the amended
act of Congress, Neither can his actlon in the
removal of Governor Threckmorton be called
in _question on any grounds except those of
policy, and in regerd to this there can be Jiitle
xfluum that his action is fully justitied by the
ncts,

The only grounds, then, of the contemplated
removal of Sheriduan, are his acts previous 1o
the passuge of the nmendatory Reconstruction
act, In regard Lo thut we apprehend there is
little difference of opiuion, The rashness and
inconsideratencss of that nolon, and s unjustl-
hableneas on any principles of legal construc-
tion, I8 conceded with & unanimity only equalied
by that with which it has been finaliy and
substantially approved by the people.” We
regard it as unlortunate, ns 4 grent mistake, that
the people and Congress should deliborstely
have put aslde the question of the legulity of
the aotion of & military commander, where no
stress of militury necessity could be urged in
{ualmcunuu of his action, and sbould have
egnlized it by express sct subsequently, But
this 15 & government ol the people, and the tact
of such action on thelr part I8 uuquestionabls
and conclusive. 3514

On what grounds, then, shall the Presiacu,
go back of this authorization by Congress of
acts confessedly illegal at the time of their
committal? Shall 1t be for the purpose of
vindieating the law? The law malkiug
power hus Rlready condoned that offense,
and has placed In the huods of the offending
military commander the tull power which
wus lacking at the time the acts complained
of were performed. Certaluly Lthe execative
I8 relteved thereby from all responsibility,
and has only 10 see that the law as utltul]n
is fmbfully executed, Bhall it be on grounds
of policy? The reopening of the lsanes
6ettied by the late legislation of Congress
will only exasperate anew public opinlon,
und puve the way for more extreme and
proseripuive leglslation.  In the present con-
ditien of public sentiment, we are fully
nssured that nowing could be more ill-advised
on ony showing of facts that s open to the
public, \ban the removal of Bheridan; sud we
4o not eredit Lae reports that have been sent out
from Wastington, that it ia geriously contem.
[:.lnt-:d. It 8 tor his conduct under an sct ot
Congress, il at all, that he is to be ealled to
acconnt, DBut Congress has triumphantly sos-
taloed the officer arraigned, Doubtless the ex-

anntory uet was un afterthought, but with

hat we cannot see that the executive, aa such,
has nany concern. While deprecating the mode
of reconstruction mdopted by Congress, we be-
liove that policy and” good fuith alike
demaud that the fulleat foros should be glven W
Its ncis, and that, above all, every appearance of
a vexatious, irritavng, and utterly futile oppo-
sition should be svolded,
